


TSUD SURPASSES 
ENROLLMENT RECORD 


One year ago, Troy State Univer- 
sity at Dothan set its all-time high 
enroliment at 2,033 students at both 
its Dothan and Fort Rucker cam- 
puses. Once again, and for the 
eighteenth consecutive quarter, 
TSUD has experienced an enroll- 
ment increase over the same quarter 
of the previous year. The 1992 Winter 
Quarter enrollment is 2,153 students, 
a 5.9 percent increase over the 1991 
Winter Quarter figure. 

Officials at TSUD are extremely 
pleased with the continuing increases 
in enrollment. 

Dr. Frank Lovrich, Vice President 
for Academic Affairs, said, “Because 
of proration and inadequate funding 
for education, the university still has 
not been able to develop needed 
programs for the Wiregrass region.” 
Lovrich went on to say, “The increase 
in enrollment indicates that the 
citizens of the Wiregrass recognize 
the importance of securing an educa- 
tion to. prepare themselves for the 
increasingly competitive market 
place that they will find themselves in 
the remainder of this decade and the 
forthcoming century.” “Higher 
education has never been a priority in 
this region, but people are realizing 
they need an education to compete in 
an emerging ’post industrial society’ 
that stresses science, computer 
literacy, and interpersonal skills,” he 
added. 

Dr. Jack Sublette, Executive Vice 
President at TSUD, stated, “TSUD 
continues to strive to meet the needs 
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of the non-traditional students by of- 
fering flexible scheduling and quality 
programs and services.” 


TSUD & WALLACE 
COLLEGE SIGN LIBRARY 
AGREEMENT 


One more step has been taken to 
add a cooperative link between Troy 
State University at Dothan and 
George C. Wallace State Community 
College. 

The University Library at TSUD 
and the Phillip J. Hamm Library at 
Wallace College have extended bor- 
rowing privileges to any person af- 
filiated with either institution. This 
agreement makes more library 
resources available to students at 
both institutions. 

The agreement was signed recent- 
ly on the TSUD campus by Dr. 
Thomas Harrison, TSUD President; 
Dr. Larry Beaty, Wallace College 
President; Ms. Louise Moon, Chair- 
man of the Library Media Depart- 
ment at Wallace College; and Mr. 
Frank Walker, Director of Library 
Services at TSUD. 

“This agreement will mean a 
broader data base for sharing resour- 
ces at both institutions and will pro- 
vide quality materials for the instruc- 
tional fields,” stated Ms. Moon. “It’s 
great that these institutions can come 
together and share resources,” she 
added. 

Mr. Walker said, “I see this as 
another step in building a common 
catalog to establish on each campus 
the means to identify materials on any 
campus. I hope this will lead to a 
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consortium for area academic 
libraries.” 

Troy State University at Dothan 
has previously signed agreements 
with Houston-Love Memorial 
Library and Alabama Aviation & 
Technical College in Ozark. Now 
with the addition of Wallace College, 
students have access to 250,000 
volumes and more than 1,500 jour- 
nals, 


ENVIRONMENTAL 
CONSORTIUM MEETS AT 
TSUD 


The Marine Environmental 
Science Consortium (MESC)Pro- 
gram Committee of the Dauphin Is- 
land Sea Lab met recently on the 
campus of Troy State University at 
Dothan. 

Each quarter, the committee 
meets to discuss course offerings, 
credit hours, faculty qualifications, 
and facilities for the lab facility at 
Dauphin Island. 

The Dauphin Island Sea Lab, lo- 
cated on a 36-acre portion of a 
former U.S. Air Force radar base, is 
Alabama’s unique approach to 
education and research of the ocean. 
Twenty-one colleges and universities 
have combined their financial, 
academic and intellectual resources 
to form one marine campus. 

Dr. Eugene Bergquist, Associate 
Professor of Biology, represents 
TSUD as the liaison officer for the 
consortium. 


TSUD HOSTS TRIO DAY 


On February 26, the Student Sup- 
port Services (SSS) from Cluster VI 
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came together at Troy State Univer- 
sity at Dothan to recognize National 
TRIO Day. ce 

TRIO programs are made pos- 
sible through the Higher Education 
Act of 1965. TRIO refers to the 
original three programs, but now 
there are five funded through the 
Higher Education Act. These are 
Student Support Services, Talent 
Search, Upward Bound, Equal 
Education Center, and Ronald E. 
McNair. 

TRIO programs help over 600,000 
disadvantaged students each year at 
acost of less than $400 million dollars 
annually. Two-thirds of TRIO stu- 
dents come from families with incom- 
es of less than $20,000 per year; most 
are academically underprepared; 
and most must overcome tremen- 
dous class and social barriers in order 
to participate in higher education. 
These programs provide the support 
that gives students the hope and skills 
needed to succeed in college. 

In 1986, Congress passed a con- 
current resolution urging each in- 
stitution to celebrate National TRIO 
Day as one way to call attention to 
TRIO programs and their place in 
the federal strategy to advance op- 
portunity in higher education. Its 
sponsors saw TRIO Day as a time for 
the nation “to turn its attention to the 
needs of disadvantage young people 
and adults aspiring to improve their 
lives, to the necessary investment if 
they are to become contributing 
citizens of this country, and to the 
talent which will be wasted if that 
investment is not made.” For the past 
six years, administrators, counselors, 
faculty, and students involved in 
educational opportunity programs 
have celebrated National TRIO Day 
with that goal in mind. 

Institutions from Cluster VI are 
Troy State University at Dothan, 
Wallace Community College, Sparks 
State Technical College, Enterprise 
State Junior College, Alabama Avia- 
tion & Technical College, and Troy 
State University-Troy. Directors, 
SSS participants, faculty, and ad- 
ministration from these institutions 
will be on hand to recognize the value 
of TRIO programs to their students.

SELECTIVE SERVICE 
REGISTRATION 


The Alabama Legislature in 1991 
passed the following legislation: 

No male student born in 1960 and 
after who is required to register with 
the Selective Service System shall be 
eligible to enroll in any postsecon- 
dary institution of higher learning 
without proof of such registration. 
TSUD will soon implement a proce- 
dure to document this registration.
